COMMUNICATIONS AND INFORMATION ISSUES. PARTICULAR 
AREAS OF INTEREST ARE TO DISCOVER THE MAJOR OUTSTANDING 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND FUTURE COMMUNICATIONS AND INFORMATION ISSUES, THEIR 
POLITICAL RAMIFICATIONS AND HOW THEY INTERACT. STAFFDEL 
ITINERARY FOLLOWS. 

2. ITINERARY:

3. REQUEST ONE TWIN BEDDED ROOM OR TWO SINGLE ROOMS AT 
FIRST-CLASS, MODERATELY PRICED HOTEL IN BELGRADE AND 
GENEVA ONLY. STAFFDEL HAS CONFIRMED RESERVATIONS IN 
PARIS. IN GENEVA STAFFDEL SPECIFICALLY REQUESTED THE 
VINCENNES HOTEL, PREFERABLY THE TOP FLOOR, IF AVAILABLE; 
OTHERWISE SIMILAR MODERATELY PRICED HOTEL IN OLD TOWN.

AT SAME TIME IF NECESSARY. ALTHOUGH STAFFDEL STATED IT 

IS NOT NECESSARY TO BE ACCOMPANIED ON CALLS BY EMBASSY/ 
MISSION PERSONNEL. STAFFDEL HAS NO FOREIGN LANGUAGE 
CAPABILITY. 

5. FOR BELGRADE: 

MAIOR PURPOSE OF VISIT IS TO DISCUSS (A) COMMUNICATIONS 
AND INFORMATION ASPECTS OF THE HELSINKI ACCORDS, (B) 
PROGRESS OF THE NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES NEWS AGENCIES POOL 
WITH TANJUG OFFICIALS, AND (C) YUGOSLAVIAN GOVERNMENT 
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POSITION ON COMMUNICATIONS AND INFORMATION ISSUES. 
STAFFDEL INTERESTED IN LEARNING FROM CSCE NEGOTIATORS 
ABOUT PROGRESS OF TALKS, OUTLOOK FOR BROADCAST, HUMAN 
RIGHTS, MEDIA ISSUES AS WELL AS OTHER INFORMATION ISSUES; 
INTERESTED IN LEARNING FROM YUGOSLAVIA MEDIA EXPERTS 
THEIR VIEWS OF UNESCO RELATED MEDIA ISSUES AS WELL AS 
NEWS POOL OPERATIONS; INTERESTED IN LEARNING THE VIEWS 
OF OTHER GOVERNMENTS ON KEY ISSUES AT HELSINKI REVIEW, 
UPCOMING WORLD ADMINISTRATIVE RADIO CONFERENCE OF THE 
INTERNATIONAL TELECOMMUNICATIONS UNION AND THE POLITICAL 
ISSUES IN INFORMATION FLOWS BETWEEN NATIONS, PARTICULARLY 
AS THEY RELATE TO COMPUTER COMMUNICATIONS (AND OTHER 
TELECOMMUNICATIONS) AND WHAT THEY THINK THE NON-ALIGNED 
NATIONS' VIEWS MIGHT BE ON THESE ISSUES.
